Dr. Winchester said that “recent 
experimental work on _ selected 
cases of gonorrhea shows that cer- 
tain strains of that disease are now 
eight times as resistant to penicil- 
lin as original cases treated with 
penicillin two or three years ago. 


“There is a question in my 
mind, and that of my co-worker, 
Dr. Charles M. Carpenter, that pro- 
miscuous administration of too 
small doses of penicillin and re- 
treatment of new infections among 
the same patients are not leading 
us to a group of patients that may 
become penicillin-resistant, as in 
cases involving promiscuous treat- 
ment with sulfa drugs a few years 
ago,” Dr. Winchester added.

World War II, in the shortage of 
quinine, to be the most effective 
treatment for malaria and was 
universally used by the Army. 


BLOOD WAGON 


His famed “bad blood wagon” 
used in successful treatment of 
gonorrhea in Glynn County in the 
late 1930s cured the disease there 
and eventually proved that sulfa 
drugs were not effective in more 
than 50 to 60 per cent of cases. 

In co-operation with the United 
States Public Health Service and 
Charles M. Carpenter, profes- 
sor of public health and bacteri- 
ology at the Rochester, N. Y., Med- 
ical School, Dr. Winchester devel- 
oped the “one-dose” treatment of 
gonorrhea with penicillin, beeswax 
and peanut oil and was widely 
used by the armed forces during 
the war and proved successful in 
24 hours in 90 per cent of cases. 

Dr. Carpenter recently returned 
from six months in the South Pa- 
cific as special consultant to the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice in control of venereal diseases 
in the Army. He and Dr. Win- 
chester are now discovering that 
penicillin may lose its effective- 
ness, as-sulfa drugs did, in treat- 
ment of repeat cases of gonorrhea, 
where resistance to penicillin is 
developed.

tant as the ignorance of religion. 

“Tf Jesus Christ and His church 
still are for many actually un- 
known, how can they be loved and 
followed?” the Pontiff said. “If 
God is not.known, if His law is not 
observed, why should we find it 
strange that history can be traced 
by a succession of catastrophes?” 

He urged the energetic propaga- 
tion of the Roman Catholic doc- 
trine, adding that parents, teachers 
and priests everywhere must in- 
still in new generations the Chris- 
tian spirit, so that “fired with the 
love of Christ the peace of the fu- 
ture may be built upon them, the 
only peate worthy of that name, 
which is a Christian peace.”

Foreign Policy 
Of U. S. Scored

NEW YORK, April 7—(4)—The 

general executive board of the 
United Electrical, Radio and Ma- 
chine Workers of America (CIO) 
asserted Sunday that “American 
foreign policy is being directed 
toward the suppression of every 
people which seeks liberty as an 
essential condition to the estab- 
lishment of a decent standard of 
living.” 

In a statement made public 
Sunday by the Union, the board 
deciared American foreign policy 
was in the hands of “such men 
as James Byrnes, Sen. Arthur 
Vandenberg, Herbert Hoover, Sen. 
Tom Connally and Edward R. 
- Stettinius.” 

“Their policy,” it added, “is di- 
rected to suppress and harass 
every effort of any people any- 
where to set up their own peo- 

les governments in their fight 
for liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness.” ‘ 

The 25-member board declared 
the United States should “carry 
forward the people’s policy com- 
menced 
President Roosevelt.” 

The board said it was asking 
CIO President Philip Murray to 
initiate a meeting of the World 
Federation of Trade Unions in 
this country “to consider the 
threat to the peace of the world 
and to take appropriate action.” 

The Union claims a membership 
of 700,000 and says it is the third 
largest CIO affiliate.

“The City is still willing to pa! 
ticipate in the purchase of the ma- 
chines, but we have taken the po- 
fition that we should have some 
voice in the type of machine which 
is selected, since we were asked to 
buy one-half of those needed,” 
Hartsfield said. “We do not wish

to be placed in the position of hav-¢ 


ing failed to keep our commitment 
in the matter. We always live up 
to the letter and the spirit of any 
agreements our administration 
mckes. If the County wishes to ab-

This is a particularly critical sit- 
uation in face of the shortage of 
white practicing physicians. 

There is hospitalization availa- 
ble at Grady for Negroes classi- 
fied as charity patients; and in 
some emergency cases, Grady will 
receive Negroes able to pay. And 
there is a possibility of hospitaliza- 
tion at Mayo’s in Rochester, or at 
other Northern hospitals, for 
wealthy Atlanta Negroes. But the 
vast Negro population of the city 
lacks adequate private hospital fa- 
cilities. 

The Atlanta Negro population, 
by and large, is still in the “kitch-

This inadequacy of doctors and 
hospital beds results in some 
shocking practices.

Another tells of a Negro girl 
who had pneumonia for nearly a 
week before a doctor could get to 
her. Still another tells of franti- 
cally trying to find a convales- 
cent room for a patient whom he 
had succeeded in getting into a 
white hospital for an operation. 

Such a situation shocked a 
young Negro physician, Dr. F. Earl 
McLendon, when he moved to At- 
lanta from Athens. He decided to 
do what he could about it. So be- 
fore even establishing a practice, 
he built a hospital. 

Yesterday Dr. McLendon’'s hos- 
pital, which will operate under 
the name of McLendon Medical 
Clinic, held open house. The peo- 
ple of Atlanta were invited to in- 
spect the 30-bed institution, which 
is equipped with the finest surgi- 
cal apparatus available and is 
complete with physio-therapy, ob- 
stetrics, and X-ray departments. 

The hospital is compactly and

Whatever Became of 
‘Human Test Tubes ? 


It is now more than 10 years ago. The clip- 

ping before me is from The Constitution of a 

February, 1936, date. The story is headed 

“Human Test Tubes’ Visit Atlanta; Wear Summer Clothes, Swim 
Daily.” 

Briefly—fuller explanation below— it tells of three young men 
who claimed to be playing the parts of human guinea pigs in some 
“tests” they said were being conducted by the famous Mayo Clinic 
of Rochester. Minn... and the Rockefeller Institute of New York. 
They were, they said, sole survivors of an originally large group 
which started the tests, lured by the promise of an $85,000 prize. 

The tests were scheduled to end in 1940. And what I want to 
know is how did they come out? 

Did the three keep going until 1940, or did the war interrupt? 
Did they continue, for four more years, to sleep only six hours a 
night and then sitting upright in a chair? Did they swim daily, 
regardless of weather? 

What was the Mayo Clinic trying to prove in the first place? 

Those are some of the questions I want answered. Will the 


Mayo Clinic please reply? Or somebody? 
Herewith are details of the “tests” as given in 


The Details that story which appeared in your favorite news- 
paper in February, 1936: 

Three “human test tubes” laughed at Old Man Winter yesterday. 

Clad in summer trousers and sleeveless shirts, the trio, Frank 
Fielding, George Richards and Morris Walton, roller-skated out to 
Peachtree Creek shortly after 6 o'clock yesterday morning for their 
daily swim, as most Atlantans shivered and pulled bed-clothing 
more tightly about them. 

The joke, however, is still on the weather, for the trio are all 
that is left of 600 men and 32 women who started out in April, 1928, 
to undergo a series of scientific tests by which they hope to win 
$85,000. 

The tests are being conducted by the famous Mayo Clinic, of 
Rochester, Minn., and the Rockefeller Institute, of New York, under 
a subsidy of $500,000, of which $300,000 has been spent already. 

Fielding visited The Constitution and explained some of the de- 
tails of the tests. 

“The tests are due to end in 1940, 
three phases,” he said. 

“The first’ was the kataboiism phase, in which we underwent 
various tests aimed at breaking down the bodily tissues; the second 
was the metabolism phase, or rebuilding the body, and the third 
stage is the protoplasm, which will study the after effects. 

“Under our contracts, or in order to win the $85,000, we must 
visit 73 countries of the world and travel 144,000 miles. So far, 
the three of us left of the original large group, have visited 72 
countries and have traveled 136,000 miles.

Many Inoculations inoculated with 135 various diseases, such 
as measles, smallpox, influenza, malaria, and swamp fever. Out of 
all these ‘shots,’ I contracted only yellow fever, malaria and swamp 
disease. 

“We wear the same clothing the year ’round—no underwear, but 
sleeveless shirts, white trousers, shoes and socks. We must swim 
each day, regardless of weather, and must remain on our feet 18 
hours a day. 

“We have not slept in the ordinary position since we started out, 
but rest sitting down. We sleep in this manner from midnight until 
6 o'clock in the morning. 

“We roller-skate, bicycle or ski-as mode of transportation, and 
each of us is on a different diet. Walton eats nothing but concen- 
trated foods. I am on a liquid and vegetable diet, and Richards is 
on a normal diet and can eat anything.” 

As they travel! from place to place, their various tests are con- 
ducted by physicians co-operating with the sponsoring organization.

I said to the Presi- 
dent that I believed that Lewis 
was losing control of his men. 
Some of them were showing signs 
that they were tired of being 
pushed about on the board like 
pawns in a chess game in order 
that Lewis might have more power 
and glery. I suggested that the 
President himself ought to lead the 
fight against Lewis or should dele- 
gate someone else to do that with 
the full support of the President 
behind him. The President did a 
little hemming and hawing, but it 
takes more than hemming and 
hawing to prove to Lewis that he 
cannot arbitrarily close our manu- 
facturing. plants, put a stop to 
transportation and deprive our 
homes of heat. 

Last fall, despite a supposedly 
binding contract, Lewis caused a 
strike of the bituminous mines. 
The President, at the suggestion of 
Secretary Schwellenbach, delegat- 
ed to that gentleman the authority 
to handle this strike. Secretary 
Schwellenbach failed as com- 
pletely then as he failed recently

Raps Doings 
Of Cotton Bloc 


WASHINGTON — The self-con- 
fessed “friends of the farmer,” 
with the “gotter-do-something-bout- 
cotton” boys in the lead, are on 
ithe loose in Congress, and the re 
sult may be sad if this goes un- 
checked. 

It is more than likely that spec- 
ulators and big textile and food 
‘interests, rather than the farmer, 
will skim the cream off the infla- 
tionary spree now being encourag- 
ed, while the consumer will pay, 
as usual, in higher prices for what 
he eats and wears. Such infla- 
| tion would hurt everybody. 


Already widely publicized is the 
'Pace-Russell amendment inserted 
by the Senate in the new mini- 
‘mum wage bill. It would count 
costs of farm labor, including that 
\of the farmer and his family, in 
figuring parity price schedules. 
Paul Porter, OPA head, has esti- 
‘mated this would add four billion 
dollars to the food budget of the 
|_American people. 

If this amendment sticks in the 
House, which twice has passed the 
Pace Bill, that would kill off the 
minimum wage bill designed to 
|help low-paid industrial and white- 
'collar workers. President Truman 
has served notice of a veto if the 
farm labor amendment is included. 
That, of course, would suit many 
of its sponsors who used this strat- 
egy to defeat the minimum wage 
bill. on behalf of interests back 
home, particularly in the South. 

Another danger point is the spec- 

ulation which is driving up the 
price of cotton without basis in 
‘the supply-and-demand situation. 
After fruitless negotiations with 
cotton exchange heads for volun- 
tary action, Chester Bowles, sta- 
bilization director, has imposed 
higher margins on cotton for fu- 
ture trading to check speculators 
‘and prevent a further increase in 
textile prices. 
_. This provoked a loud squawk, in 
ithe name of the farmer, from the 
‘cotton bloc and angry threats to 
take care of OPA” when the bill 
‘for its continuation, now being 
‘drafted in the House, gets over 
to the Senate. 

A closer examination may dis- 
pel lots of hooey. 

The “small farmer” for whom 
the cotton Senators beat their 
breasts, is going to get little, if 
anything, out of this speculation. 
The cotton largely is out of his 
hands. If the boom goes uncheck- 
ed and ends in a bust, as it well 
might if stable conditions are not 
‘maintained as proposed by OPA, 
ihe then is out of luck. That hap- 
/pened after World War I. As it 
‘is, the cotton farmer is _ threat- 
‘ened by rayon and nylon competi- 
‘tion and has been protected by 
export subsidies.

To Win Masters by Stroke

The Wait of Torture April 7—Lanky Herman Keiser, the 
people’s choice, had company in the clubhouse as he waited for 
Ben Hogan to finish the 18th hole of the Masters. 
Craig Wood sat with him, talking quietly. Hogan needed a par 
at 18 to tie. Keiser had taken a five on the hole, giving Hogan 
' i} his chance. It was his fourth three-putt green 
: of the 72 holes. He three-putted three times 
today. 
Hogan’s approach was above the pin about 
12 feet away. Hogan putted downhill and 
rolled some two feet away. He still had a tough 
putt because of the contour of ahe green, and 
as Keiser waited in the clubhouse with Wood 
and while thousands stood by nervously, Hogan 
missed, and so Keiser, a long shot, won the 
10th Masters Tournament with a 282. His 74 
on the last round was his only round above 
3 par in the colorful 72-hole tourney. 

Eleven years ago Wood sat in the club- 
house madthin for the finish of the second Masters. He was 
congratulated on all sides as the winner. Only Gene Sarazen, 
three strokes behind and four holes to go, had a chance. 


And then a muffled roar came over the hills. Sarazen had 
scored a double eagle on the par five 485-yard 15th hole, and 
he played the last three holes in even par to tie Wood. Sarazen 
won the play-off by five strokes. 

A win for Keiser, who had never won a major tourney, was 
what the tremendous gallery wanted to see. The nearest he had 
come was at Phoenix, when he tied Hogan and lost in the play-off. 


The Akron pro, not long out of the Navy, had tremendous 
pressure on him because of the size of the gallery and the 
fact that he could hear the roars fer Hogan on the last nine. 
People were shouting how Hogan was closing in. 


Hogan birdied 12 and 13, parred 14 and birdied 15 in a hot 
stretch. Byron Nelson, playing with Keiser, told him Hogan was 
three under going to 17, adding to the pressure. 

On the bounding main, only whales blow. The former Navy 
Storekeeper, third class, stuck doggedly to the course. And his 
second visit to Augusta for the Masters upset all pretourney calcu- 
lations. In 1942 he finished in a three-way tie for 23d place. His 
score was 302. He was 20 strokes better and the master of the 
Masters in the resumption of play this year. 

Keiser probably will remember No. 15 fondly, for it was 
there that his eagle in the third round was the turning point 

of the tournament. It gave him his chance just as Sarazen’s 

double eagle on the same hole proved disastrous for Wood 

ll years before. 

Count on something different happening in.the Masters. There 
Was no new record. Ralph Guldahl, who had no gallery today, still 
holds the record 279. -But there was a surprise victory and four 


days of flawless weather. 

’ As the Winter tour of the golf pros ended with 
A Reign Ends the conclusion of the Masters Tournament 
today, it was indicated that the domination of pro golf by one 
player is at an end. 

Byron Nelson, who was the big winner during the war years, 
faces terrific competition in the future. A new leader may be Ben 
Hogan. He seems the logical one at this time. And there are many 
younger players heading for the top. 

Fred Haas, the smooth-stroking New Orleans youngster, 

is on the way. Chick Harbert, back from the service, is well 

regarded. 

Two outstanding amateurs are Carey 
and Frank Stranahan, of Toledo. 

Those among the pros who have been well up have been in the 
game a considerable time and face a real threat from the rising 
stars.
